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ly perſuaded, that Your Majeſty cannot, tegardleſls 
and unconcerned, behold a War now unhappily begun in Europe, vn- 
dertaken by ſo powerful an Alliance, and proſecuted with ſo much Vigour: 
And as no Occaſion can require more Caution, more Wiſdom, and 
more Circumſpection, than the preſent, to dictate what Part is the 
moſt proper for Great Britain to act, ſo we have the fulleſt Satisfaction 
in reflecting, in whoſe Breaſt it lies to make that Determination for us. 
And as Your Majeſty has avoided coming to any final Determination, 
till all Engagements, by which You are bound to the ſeveral Powers con- 
cerned, are duly examined, till all Facts are fully and fairly ftated, and 
till the Reſult of the Councils of other Powers, in the ſame Situation 
with Your Majeſty, are known; ſo we cannot but look on this prudent y 
Suſpence of Your Reſolutions as an Farneſt of our Safety in Your Ma- 
jeſty's Councils, not doubting but the ſame Wiſdom, which prompted 
Your Majeſty to delay Your Determination, will alſo direct Yout Choice, 
whenever You ſhall come to make it. . 
The whole Series of Your Majeſty's Tranſactions, during Your moſt 
glorious and happy Reign, has convinced us, that there is no Task to 
which You are unequal, nor any Difficulties you cannot ſurmount: We 
therefore beg leave to aſſure Your Majeſty not only of our Gratitude for 
Your paſt, but our Reliance on Your future Care ; and intreat Your Ma- 
jeſty to believe, that it is as impoſſible for us, who are benefited by the 
Merit of that Conduct, not to do every thing in our Power to deſerve it, 
as it is even for thoſe who wiſh it leſs, not to allow it. | 
Whatever Expectations therefore, thoſe who are envious of the Pro- 
ſperity, jealous of the Honour, or Rivals to the Intereſt of the Britiſh 
Nation, may conceive from the Reſult of our Deliberations in Parlia- 
ment ; yet when all Europe ſhall ſee, that every new Opportunity we have 


of declaring our Sentiments, is a new Proof of the Harmony ſubſiſting 
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between Your Majeſty and Your Subjects, and of the Confidente they 
place in You, we douht not, but that all Hopes of Advantage to be taken 
from what ſhall paſs amongſt us, will be immediately diſpelled; and 
that the Zeal, Vigour, and Unanimity, that ſhall appear amongſt us, 
will not only double the Aſſiduity of thoſe who court Your Majeſty's 
Friendſhip, but the Apprehenſions of thoſe (if any ſuch there are) who 
may provoke your Reſentment. | 

And becauſe the ſureſt Way, in theſe general Troubles and Commo- 
tions, to prevent any Deſign being formed to moleſt or annoy Your Ma- 
jeſty's Dominions, is to ſhew how unſucceſsful ſucha Deſign mult prove; 
nothing {hall be wanting on our Part, that may conduce to the ſtrength- 
ening Your Majeſty's Hands, and putting the Nation, at this critical 
and important Juncture, in ſuch a Poſture of Defence, as ſhall effectu- 
ally protect its Honour from any Inſult, its Safety from any Danger, and 
its Tranquillity from any Attempt to diſturb it. 85 

We beg Leave allo to aſſure Your Majeſty, that the ſtrict and due Re- 
gard we always pay to Your Royal Recommendation, as well as a pro- 
per Concern for the Support of our own Characters and Dignity, will 
certainly make us avoid, with the utmoſt Caution, all Heats and Ani- 
motities in our Debates, that we may ſhew, with a becoming Unanimi- 
ty, our Duty to Your Majeſty, our Care of the publick Welfare, and 
our Regard to the Intereſts and Liberties of the People: We will allo pre- 
vent, as far as in us lies, any improper Delays retarding the Diſpatch of 
publick Buſineſs, or protracting the Seſſion into any unneceſſary Length, 
that Your Majeſty may not have the juſt Pleaſure you propoſe to Your 
Self in tak ' ng again the Senſe of the Nation ina new Repreſentative poſt- 
poned ; bur that You may receive the earlieſt Demonſtrations of the 
good Will of Your People, and have the Satisfaction to ſee they are as 
capable of gratefully feeling that Happineſs they enjoy under Your Ma— 
jeſty's juſt and wile Government, as you are ready and willing to confer it. 
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Thank Ion for this dutiful and loyal Addreſs. The Satisfaction you ex- 

preſs in My conſtant Attention and Endeavours for preſeromg the pub- 
lick Peace and Tranquillity, and promoting the Intereſts of My People, i 
extremely acceptable to Me ; andas the Honour and Dignity of my Crown, 
and the Good of My Kingdoms, are My ſole View, you may be aſſured of 
the Contimuance of My Care and Vigilance for thoſe defireable Ends, and of 
My firm Reſolution, in all Events, to take ſuch Meaſures, as may beſt an- 
ſwer the Confidence you repoſe m Me, and ſecure the Safety and Happineſs 
of the Nation. ö IG 
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
